ACTION TO RESIST THE DISASTER WHICH HAS BEEN MOVING CLOSER AND CLOSER 
TO CHINA AND TO YOU." . 

HURLEY SAID HE SUGGESTED TO STILWELL HE HAD BETTER JUST TELL CHIANG 
WHAT WAS IN THE MESSAGE IN PLACE OF PRESENTING HIM WITH “THIS PRETTY 


STIFF TELEGRAM." 
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THE FORMER AMBASSADOR SAID HE TOLD STILWELL CHIANG *MAY THINK IT#S
